tage seriously and not. squandered 
it on superficialities, or traded it 
in for a mess of pottage. Lo! We 
find that the right to vote is still 
all we have. 

In recent times, there have been 
sporadic \efforts to vote ‘solidly to- 
gether as men rather than partis- 
ans on .vital issues affecting the 
group, but after the immediate 
crisis has passed, the people re- 
vert to type. 

There has been and there is, not 
too little leadership, but too much- 
minus. of. course the component 
part-service. The curses of the 
Reconstruction Era still dog us. 
Politicians still set the traps with 
the same’ old bait. Pin-money and 
smooth talk still substitute for 
jobs and performance. The ma- 
jority of self styled -leaders are 
still the weak-bellied and ‘loud 
mouth appointees of our oppress- 
ors. The time is still “not ripe” 
for the. Negro to be. an integral 
part of the party. We are suc- 
cessfully urged not to contend for 
consequential things that will em- 
barrass the white leaders. Tickets 
are still selected without black 
consideration, Policies are«mould- 


ed without--our~aids--We~are~still} 


encouraged to split our ranks over 
trivial matters such as, who gets 
the petty cash.on election day, or, 
who should be the messenger for 
an. official, Even in this genera- 
tion, we are still “boys” to the 
blood-suckers who for decades have 
effected our political ineptness. .
